Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach nor fairly suggest a bag as set forth in the independent claims wherein a plurality 
of first loops attached to a lower edge of a flap for covering the bottom of the bag, for each of 
said plurality of first loops, a corresponding length of fabric attached securely on at least one 
location to a side of the bag above the designated edge of the bottom portion, and which 
includes means for releasably attaching a first portion of the length of fabric to a second portion 
of the e length of fabric to thereby form a corresponding second loop interlockable with a first 
loop, for each of said corresponding second loops, a strap of fabric positioned above the 
second loop and which has a first, upper end which is securely attached to the bag side wall 
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and a second, lower end which is free from the bag side wall; and means for releasably 
fastening the second, lower end of the strap to a corresponding second loop, i.e., a looped 
portion releasably securable into a loop with a corresponding fabric strip attached to the bag 
wall and releasably securable to the closed loop.
